I have reviewed and understand the contents of the above -identified specification, 
including the new claims added by the preliminary amendment filed on July 21, 2003, the 
amendment filed February 23, 2005, the amendment filed July 26, 2005, the request for

I further declare that the original patent is believed to be wholly or partly 
inoperative by reason of a defective drawing and/ or by reason of the patentee claiming 
less than he had a right to claim in the patent. 

One error upon which reissue is based is a failure to illustrate a conveyor belt which 
runs on the outer surface of the conveyor idler described in the patent text at column 5, 
lines 16 to 17, and the frame of a conveyor belt arrangement described in the patent text at 
column 5, lines 5 to 7. A second error upon which reissue is based is a failure to appreciate 
the full scope of the invention. For example, no independent claim was included in the 
original patent that recites die subject matter of independent claim 12 coupled widi "a 
conveyor belt which runs on the outer surface of the conveyor idler." This error unduly 
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and erroneously limited the scope of patent protection for the invention described in U.S. 
Patent No. 6,547,097. 

All errors which are being corrected in the reissue application up to the filing of this 
Declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant.
